Staunton, in Macoupin county, has the 
neatest and most complete grist mill on 
line 'of the Decatur and East St. Louis 
Railroad. It consists of three brick build- 
ings of fine architecture, and constructed 
regardless of coat. The largest building 
contains the machinery, which is of the 
best description. Tbe engine is a model 
of neatness, and is of Immense power.— 
Everything in the mill is kept scrupulously 
clean, and 400 barrels of flour are made 
each twenty-four hours.

(building is used for storage tfiul cleaning 
grain, and will hold 60,000 to 70,000 bush 
elS'Of- wheat. 
With this is connected an 


office and private business room, which 
are fitted up with great elegance—brussels 
carpets and oil paintings making them 
seem more like the home of some gentle- 
man of leisure than the office where is con- 
ducted the business of so large HD cstab 
llshmcnl. Tbe citizens of Stnuntou are 
very proud of their fine mill, and, we think, 
have reason to be. As might be expected, 
the brands of flour of this mill bring the 
very highest price iu the eastern markets. 


We hope to sec Ihe number of such irills 


increased all over our stale. The export 
demand for the flour of tbe United States 
is largely on tho increase, and will proba 
bly continue to be so for a longtime to 
come. 
The west must rise to greatness, if 


at all, not only by the production, but also 
the manufacture of its products. Under a 
right state of affairs all of our wheat export 
should be sent abroad as flour. We are re- 
joiced to know that statistics as well as tbe 
enterprise of the west point to this as one 
of tbe conquests of tbe future.
